~ REVOL UTION IN IT, 


THE DANGERS WRAPPED UP IN 
THE M’COMAS BILL 


A DESPERATE PARTISAN SCHEME. 


Congressman Wilson Outlines the Dangers 
Which Would Attend the Passage of 
Such a Plan—Other News. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—[{Special.}—The 
MeComas anti-gerrymandering bill, intended 
to prevent the re-districting of Ohio and Mary- 
Jand, are now before the houre committee on 
the election of president and vice-president, is 
strongly condemned by the leading democrats 
in the house. All state that the dangers at- 
tendantto the passage of this bill are grave, 
and cannot be under-estimated. Many repub- 
licans seriously question the expedience of 
passing the measure. Major McKinley and 
Ben Butterworth, have already signified their 
disapprobation to a measure designed to throt- 
tle the voice of the people of Ohio on election 
day. Thus far the McComas bill has been a 
threat to the Ohio demociats. A threat cal- 
culated to prevent the passage ofthe re-dis- 
tricting bill, which makes sixteen districts out 
of Ohio’s twenty-one strongly democratic. 

Since this bill is now a law, the republicans 
in the house feel it incumbent upon them to 
do something to prevent the Ohio. democrats 
from having the majority representation in 
congress. As the Ohio legislature is strongly 
inclined to change the method of choosing 
presidential electors from the present system 
to one in which they would be chosen by con- 
gressional districts, the desperation of the re- 
publicans can be imagined. Unpopular as the 
course of the party at present in power is, 
ils members are straining every effort to pre- 
vent the overmhelming democratic majority 
that the next election is sure to bring. 

CONGRESSMAN WILSON TALKS. 

Congressman Wilson, of West Virginia, who 
has given the McComas bill considerable 
study, speaks significantly of the serious con- 
sequences that might resultif the measure ig 
passed : 

‘The democratic position is strongly antag- 
onistic to the bill,” said Mr. Wilson, ‘‘on the 
ground that itis unconstitutional, that con- 
gress had never interfered in the redistricting 
of statee, and has no right to do so; that it is 
a desperate party expedient is evident, but the 
consequences of such a law should be borne in 
mind. They would be of the gravest descrip- 
tion. They would throw congress into chaos, 
and could easily precipitate a civil war.’‘ 

“The ingenuity exercised in the 
forming of McComas’s bill show that it was de- 
signed expressly for the benefit of Ohio and 
Maryland, who have recently passed redis- 
tricting laws. Whatever good points it may 
have as a general Jaw are more than counter- 
balanced by the political clap-trap interspersed 
and intended to affect Maryland and Ohio— 
chiefly Ohio. Suppose, for instance, the dem- 
ocrats would elect congressmen by the new 
districts, and the republicans bythe old. Two 
delegations, comprised of twenty-one members 
each, would come to congress and present 
their credentials. The credentials of the re- 
publican claimants would be certified to by 

the republican state canvassing board-——-those 
of the democrats by the governor, as the state 
legislature may decide. In the meantime, 
which set of claimants would 
take part in the organization 
of the house? How could the justice of the 
rivalclaims be thus informally determined ? 
All would depend on the clerk of the house. 
He could enroll whatever set he pleased. The 
result would be, I fear, very serious. No party 
should attempt to carry:out a policy so unjust 
that its opponents would feel justified in re- 
yolting.”’ 

‘*‘What do you think of the change proposed 
in Ohio regarding the method of choosing 
presidential electors ?’’ 

‘The legislature of each state has the un- 
doubted right to prescribe the mannerin which 
presidential electors shall be chosenin that 
state. If Ohio wishes to choose her electors by 
congressional districts, she had the right to do 
so. Itis only since the warthat the present 
plan by state ticket has been adopted. As late 
as 1868 South Carolina had its presidential 
electors chosen by the state legislature, and 
there isno law against such a method even 
now.” 

TOURGEE BEFORE A,COMMITTEE. 


committee on education this morning, and ar- 
gued in favor of the billof Mr. Kennedy, of 
Ohio, to appropriate one dollar annually to 
every illiterate in the United States, the 
money to be distributed in the schoo] districts. 
He was followed by Professor Chambers, 
{Colorado) of North Carolina, who spoke in 
favor of the bill to appoint a  congres- 
sional committee ito inquire into and 
report upon the progress and condition of the 
colored race since their emancipation. Such 
a course, he said, would show to the world the 
real condition of the negro, and 
thereby induce the white men of both par- 
ties to meet on common grounds and settle 
the race question.

The'democrats of the committee heartily in- 
dorse Chambers’s views, but the republicans 
did not look upon them with favor. They 
don’t want the race question settled. It is 
political meat to them, as was shown by John 
Sherman’s speech in the senate today.

The State of Virginix Accepts the Mon- 
ument. 

RiIcHMoNnD, Va., March 13.—{Special.]— 
Mercie’s equestrian statue, in bronze, of Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee, has been accepted. Gov- 
ernor McKinney, president of the monument 
association, received a cablegram 
this morning from Mr. C. P. E, 
Burgwyn, who was commissioned to 
go to Paris and receive the statue, if satisfac- 
tory to him, saying: ‘‘The statue is received; 
it is magnificent,’ Mr. Burgwyn, under 
whose supervision the granite base and pedes- 
tal was constructed, will superintend the pack- 
ing of the statuc, and will see toits ship- 
ment. 

At the recent session of the legislature, res- 
olutions were adopted acceptidg the monu- 
ment on behalf of the state, 
and = tthe deed of conveyance’ will 
now be recorded, and the import 
dues will be saved. Nearly two thousand dol- 
lars is needed to finish paying for the statue, 
and Treasurer Harman and Colonel Archer 
Anderson are soliciting contributions to raise 
the indebtedness before the unveiling. When 
the horse and rider arrive, it is proposed that 
they shall be Joaded. on a wagon and be drawn 
through the streets by men, as was done with 
the Washington statue when it reached here in 
1857. The two statues are of about the same 
dimensions and weight. 


THE F-ROTEST OF ‘THE BISHOPS 


Against the Power Given School Boards in 
Wisconsin. ‘ 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 13.—The full 
text of the protest of three Catholic bishops 
of Wisconsin, Heiss, Flasch and Katzer, 
against the Bennet school laws was made pub- 
lic yesterday. Thegist of the long document 
issued by the bishops is that the law goes so 
far as to leave it to the decision of the State 
School board as to whether any schoolis to be 
regarded as having a legal existence or not. 
The bishops say: 

We have indeed, nothing against the demand 
that reading, writing, arithmetic and United 
States history be taught in the English language, 
but we do object to the power granted By this 
provision toschool boards to decide whether our 
schools have a right to exist before the law. 


The bishops explain that ‘‘they cannot but 
apprehend the ultimate intention is to gradu- 
ually destroy the parochial system altogether.’’ 
They add: ‘‘We have never received one 
single cent of state help for our schools, We 
want nostate interference with them, either.’ 


EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE £3 


By Which Severat Men Were Killed, and 
Others Injured. 

New York, March 13.—An explosion of 

dynamite occurred at Brooklyn waterworks, 


near Rockville Center, this morning, by which 
Albion W. Tourgee went before the house J-geveral men were killed and a number injured. 


The explosion occurred at 9:40 o’clock. Dyna- 
mite was being used for blowing up tree 
stumps on the line of the extension of Brook- 
lyn acqueduct, a hali-mile east of Rockville 
Center. Two laborers, who were walking 
near, were blown to pieces, a part of their 
bodies being thrown in every direction. Two 
others were fatally injured. The shock of the 
explosion created consternation. Many houses 
were shaken, and a number of window panes 
broken.

THE FIGHT ON PRESIDENT COCKE 


Was Made Because He Happened to Bea 
Man—The Other Teachers Want @ 
Woman in His Place. } 


Jackson, Miss., March 13.—[{Special.}—A 
few days before the adjournment of the lege 
lature, Governor Stone, who is president ® 
the board of trustees of the girl’s college @ 
Culumbus, received a petition from a lange 
number of girls at the institution, chargi 
President Cocke with general inefficiency ‘ 
competency, and n >t suited for the place. 
charge of immorality nor improper conduct 
was made against him. 

IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

The governor ordered .a meeting of the trus- 
tees, but before such meeting was had, the ru- 
mors became current that the president Was 
accused of immoral and improper conduct. A 
resolution was passed in the house of repre- 
sentatives, on the last day of the session, ap- 
pointiug a committee of three members of ‘the 
body to proceed to Columbus, and investigate 
the alleged charges, and report to 
governor. In moving those resolu 
which met with opposition (| on 
the ground that it was the province of the 
board of trustees to deal with the entire mat- 
ter, a member stated that the honor of the 
womanhood and girlhood of the state wab at 
stake in the matter. : 

EXONERATED IN ONE SENSE. | 

The legislative committee and board of tras 
tees arrived at Columbus abeut the same time, 
and examined many witnesses under 
oath, and both honorably acquitted the 
president of -any conduct not becoming 
a thorough Christian gentleman. In fact, no 
charge could be traced, except that one young 
lady had written that morally he was unfit for 
the place. Sheexplained that she did not 
mean this in the sense which it had been un- 
derstood, but intended to say that he had made 
different and conflicting statements to different 
persous regarding the same matter, and that 
she considered this immoral conduct. The 
vindication of the president on this count was 
very complete. 

THE WOMEN AGAINST HIM. 

The trustees then spent two or more daysin- 
vestigating the charge of unfitness, incompe- 
tency, etc. They found most of the faculty 
(all ladies) and the great bulk of the girls op- 
posed to the president, and contending that he 
was not the man for the place. Some of the 
teachers were on his side, but, while nothing 
detrimental to the character of Professor Cocke 
was developed, it was evident that he must go, 
or the first three or four chairs occupied by 
lady teachers would be vacated, and a majority 
of the girls would gohome. This being the 
case, he resigned, and the board put 
Miss. Calloway, next in authority be- 
fore this to Cocke, at the head 
of the institution till June, when all of the 
professors, teachers, etc., are requested to have 
theis resignations in, and a general reorganiza- 
tion is expected. 

WOMAN AGAINST MAN. 

It is claimed by some that the real isstie’ is, 
shall a woman or a man be at the head of the 
institution? The White Ribboner, the organ 
of the Woman’s Christian Temperance union, 
edited by a lady, screams for a woman in every 
departinent of the college. Itis also claimed 
that the fight was opened on Cocke because he 
would not join in the effort to make, by legal 
enactment, Columbus a dry town. Be this 
as it may, the fightisa hardone. A woman 
is now in the saddle. and your correspondent 
predicts that they will win the fight and the 
institution will sooner or later have feminine 
bosses from cellar to garrett.

UNDER THE WATER. 


THE LEVEE AT NEW ORLEANS 
FLOWS OVER 


AND THE CITY IS INUNDATED. 


The Water Running Down the Streets and 
the Business Portion Submerged— 
Working to Check the Flood. 


New Orveans, March 13.—At 1 o’clock p. 
m. today the river was three inches above the 
high water mark of 1874, and is still rising. 
At Poydras sireet the water commenced run- 
ning over the levee and all lower places in the 
vicinity were soon flooded. On the lower side 
of Canal street, near the harbor station, the 


“Water covers the levee up to the Louisville 


and Nashville depot. 

At Beinville street much of the levee is 
under water, and at Conti street the entire 
levee is covered with water. Streets about the 
sugar exchange are flooded and the exchange 
is reached by temporary plank walks. Water 

down the gutters of Bienville, Conti 

and other streets below Canal street. Al- 
ough the water is running over levees, there 
need be noapprehension, as between the bulk” 
head of the wharves thick planks are driven 


into the ground, behind which is a levee bat- 


ture. This affords a protection that will not 
give way, and no great damage is likely to re- 
sult from water running over. 

THE RIVER STILL RISING. | 

At Cloet street, the water is running over 
the bank in quite a stream, flooding the gutters 
and adjacent streets. The river continues 
rising steadily. 

At 3:30-p. m., the gauge was sixteen feet 
eight-tenths, which is six inches above the 
high water mark of former years. A large 
part of the city below Canal street is nearly 
submerged. Water at the custom house is 
over the sidewalks, and coming up rapidly. 
Onthe Decatur street side, water fills the 
street, and is, beginning to encroach on the 
sidewalk. . 

Water is flowing out Canal street, and indi- 
cations are that the entire business portion of 
the city will be covered with water before 
morning. 

DETAILS OF THE FLOOD. 

The river here at 8 a. m. was sixteen feet 
and three-tenths. At 5 o’clock it was reported 
by the harbor station at sixteen feet and nine- 
tenths, and at 2:50 o’clock they reported the 
water at seventeen feet, but it remained at 
that point but.a short while when it receded 
to sixteen feet eight-tenths, where it 
seemed to make a stand. This was six inches 
above the record of other years, and the Water 
went over the levees all along the city front at 
every depression or low place and soon fi 
the streets and sidewalks of a large section of 
the city. town at the 
head of Jackson, Washington and 
Sarapu streets, the waves washed over the 
levee and submerged the streets and sidewalks. 
The same thing occurred at other points down 
to Poydras street. Here the water spread out 
over a broad space occupied by the Morgan 
road,-filled up the low places and then began 
to flow down Poydras street and out into 
the cross streets on either side, covering the 
sidewalks on Poydras street as far as St. 
Charles street, and filling the gutters, back to 
the drainage canals in the rear of the city. 

BUSINESS HOUSES FLOODED. . 

On Gravier street the water flowed freely, 
completely covering the street in places. At the 
head of Canal street, the water was running 
over the levee, but very little ;but from Custom 
House street to Conti, the water came over the 
levees freely, and completely submerged the 
streets, and in many places the sidewalks and 
lower floors of business houses from the north 
side of Canal to Hospital street, a distance of 
fourteen blocks, and from the river to Rampart 
street, a distance of eight blocks. ; 

From Rampart street the water flows off in 

tters or street drains to the creknggs canals 
in rear of the city. Below Elysian Fields the 
water is also passing over the leyee in many 
places, and on the north side of Canal 
street the sidewalk in front of the Touro 
buildings was overflowed, and Hill’s jewelry 
store was invaded by the water and other bug 
iness places suffered in a like manner. The 
greatest damage was that sustained by the 
merchants who had sugar in the old bonded 
warehouse on Old Levee street. 

At 9:30 p. m. gauge reading at the head of 
Canal street was sixteen feet eight-tenths, 
showing that the river has remained about 
stationary since 3 p. m., and this overflow 
seems to have taken most people by Py vine 
though all who had business on the levee 
made preparations for it to the extent of re- 
moving their goods to safe quarters. 

ACROSS THE RIVER. 

Since yesterday evening the levees across 
the riverhave beenin danger, and water is 
coming over from. the line of Davis crevasse, 
above the city, tothe lower line, a distance 
of some fifteen miles. In many instances the 
water flows back for ten squares. Large forces 
have been at work raising the levee with 
sacks filled with earth. 

The Southern and Crescent Oil mills were 
being washed under by water, and the floors 
were torn away and em 
neath. A break occurred at the Hatch place, 
near Harvey’s canal, but it only reached the 
width of four feet, when it was discovered and 
promptly closed. Itis still a dangerous "pot, 
as the levee is very weak there. he 
levee at Sharp’s place, five miles above 
Gretna, where there was a serious crevasse 
some years ago, is again creating 
anxiety as it shows signs of weakening and a 
force will work all night to strengthen it.

HER MAJESTY’S NAVY. 


The Amount Asked for Building New Ships 
of War. 


Lonpon, March 13.—In the house of com- 
mons tonight, Lord George Hamilton, first 
lord of admiralty, said that the estimates for 
the bullding of war ships for the coming finan- 
cial year were £6,486,000. This sum was ex- 
clusive of estimates for armaments which 
amounted to £1,700,000.

THE CRIMINAL CAREER 


OF THE MURDERER WHO IS TO BR 
HANGED AT PITTSBORO. 


J. P. DAVIS PROVES TO BE THE ALIAS : 


Of a Man Who Left South Carolina Weighted 
Down With Mere Crimes Than Usually 
Falls to One of His Class. 


Rateteu, N. C., March 13.—[Special. 
Last November in Chatham cat ee 
P. Davis, a white man, murdered John Hor 
ton, his employer, with whom he roomed by 
breaking Horton’s skull while the latter wag 
asleep. 

The case attracted widespread attention, as 
did his capture at Danville. It was neoessary 
to bring him to Raleigh for safe keeping. 
Last month he was taken to Pittsboro for 
trial and was convicted of the murder. It was 
proved that after killing Horton he shad 
taken the body to a tobacco barn, dug a grave 
and buried it and had placed tobacco over it, 
He then gave out that Horton had left. He 
claims that he killed Horton with a bootjack 
in their room, while Horton was attempting 
to shoot him with a shotgun after a quarrel 
about a smail sum of money. 

Davis was sentenced tobe hanged March 
28th. He intended to appeal to the supreme 
court, but failed to perfect his appeal during 
the term of the court, and thas lost his oppor- 
tunity. He must now rely wholly on execu- 
tive clemency. His bearing during the trial 
showed rare pluck, and his evidehce appeared 
tobe straight forward. The commissioners of 
the county have ordered that the execution 
shall be public. The death watch has beer 
set. 

THE FACTS COME OUT. 

While some people were‘impressed with the 
belief that there might be something in Davis’s 
testimony in his own defense, facts were made 
public today which show the man to be a crime 
inal of the worst class. He has a terrible 
record behind him, ashe is now announced 
to be William - Shackleford, of Marion 
county, S. C. Davis stated on trial 
that he left Horry county, South Carolina, 
three years ago, and that he was born and 
raised on a farm there. Sheriff Sessions, of 
Horry county, says there never has been such 
afamilyin the county. He says Davis or, 
Shackleford, was raised in Marion, a county 
adjoining Horry, and was forced to leave there 


for seducing his own very young daughter. He 


went to Georgetown county, and again bad te 
flee for his life, being charged with murdering 
his daughter’s offspring. He then took refuge 
in the lake swamps in a very isolated section 
of Horry county, and remained there several 
months before he was discovered. He was 
chased away, and made his wayin the direction 
of Fayetteville, N.C. He preached every 
where he went, and itis said, by those whe 
heard him, that he was a pretty good preacher. 
He left Horry county about three years ago. 
IN A DESPONDENT MOOD, 

Davis has but little to say, and seems te 
have lost all hope and settled down in utter 
despair ever since he heard the verdict of the 
jury. He had stated to personsin the neigh- 
borhood where he lived, in Chatham counfy,~~— 
that he had lived in Marion and Georgetown 
counties, South Carolina. Rumors were afloat 


in Chatham substantially similar to the facta - 4 


given by Sheriff Sessions. A friend of Davis's 
who was very intimate with him, has stated 
to several persons that if Davis, alias Shackle- 
ford, came to the gallows, that he would con- 
fess the crimes of seduction and the murder of 
Horton. It is entirely probable that a long 
career of crime and deception witl come to @n 
end in Pittsboroon the 28th, and many of 
fensesfbe publicly expiated on the gallows.

Peter J. Williams owned large tracts of land 
im Dodge and other counties. He sold some of 
this land to Colbert, Chase & Crocker, who 
Were really the agents of the Georgia Lumber 
company, soit wasalleged, of which George 
E. Dodge, of New York, wasa large member. 
The deeds to the land, however, were taken in 
the name of Colbert, Chase & Crocker. In 
time, Norman W. Dodge, of New York, be- 
came possessed of these lands, through George 
E. Dodge. The firm of Briggs, Hall & 
Sleeper became attorneys in fact for 
Colbert, Chase & Crocker to sell these 
landé. Dodge brought the matter into the 
United States court in 1886, and Judge Speer 
granted a perpetual injunction restraining 
Briggs, Hall & Sleeper from trespassing 
apon the lands in any manner, or selling the 
game, the court holding that Colbert, Chase 
& Crocker, who were represented by Briggs, 
Hall & Sleeper, had bought the lands for 
the Georgia Lumber company. 

HALL BROUGHT INTO COURT. 

A short time ago Hill & Harris, Lanier & 
Anderson, and R. K. Hines, as attorneys for 
Norman W. Dodge, filed a complaint in the 
United States court against Hon. L. A. Hall, 
of Eastman, individually, who was a member 
of the firm ef Briggs, Hall & Sleeper, alleging 
trespass upon the lands in_ question. 
Accordingly, Judge Speer caused 
a rule to be on Hall for 
him to show cause why he should not be ad- 
judged in contempt of court. This charge of 
contempt is now being heard.

THREE LONELY GRAVES. 


The Startling Discovery Made by Some Lin- 
coln County Negroes. 

The Athens Banner says that a startling dis- 
covery has been made on one of Lincoln coun- 
ty’s largest plantations. Three graves hidden 
in the wilds of an unfrequented forest on the 
plantation of a prominent farmer were found 
by some negroes while out quite late at night. 

The graves were ancient and half sunken by 
the telling stroke of many years, and were 
filled up with accumulated dead leaves. 

The negroes were terrified and came away 
with many exclamations of their thrilling ex- 
verience. Their fright was fully justified, for 
it has been a tradition for years in that region, 
that three torf6s were buried in that neigh- 
borhood somewhere, for the murder of Colonel 
Tom Dooly, a wealthy and aristocratic 
old gentleman who lived in_ revolu- 
tionary days. Among. the plantation 
darkies in that region it has been a frightful 
superstition for years that a large pond very 
near the place where the graves have been 
found was haunted for the season that thefto- 
ries were said to have been thrown into it. All 
kinds of superstitious legends have lived 
among both whites and blacks concerning this 
pond, and the negroes avow that they have 
often seen ghosts while passing the place at 
night; a statement which, though untrue, 
created a sensation all around. 

The murder of Colonel Dooly is an event 
that has been handed down to every genera- 
tion. He was quite wealthy and owned almost 
the entire territory of Lincoln county bordering 
on the Savannah river. 

He had a dispute with some tories about his 
lands years ago, and was taken from his- room 
one night and killed. 

It is tradition that the tories killed him, and 
it has always been believed that these men 
were caught near this pond and hung, after 
which their bodies were thrown into its waters 
for interment. 

The discovery of these strange, and suspic- 
tous graves, confirms these stories that have 
lived solong. The Dooly family has been a 
most prominent one in the history of Georgia 
and the south. Judge John Mitchell Dooly, 
known widely for his witticisms,wasa descend. 
ant of the murdered man. : 

The killing of Colonel Dooly is an event of 
prominence in the early history of this section 
of Georgia. 


THE MARSHAL RESIGNS. 


He Did Not Posses§ the Servility of Marshal 
Buck. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 13.—[Special.]— 
A sensation in political circles was created to- 
day, by the sudden and unexpected resigna- 
tion of C. C. Austin, United States marshal 
for the northern district of Alabama. 

Austin telegraphed his resignation to Attor- 
ney-General Miller, to take effect immediately. 
He says he resigned because he could not get 
along with the attorney-general, but declines 
to say what was the trouble between them. 

Austin was appointed a few months ago by 
President Harrison. There were twenty- 
seven applicants for the position, and some of 
the defeated candidates kept up the fight 
against Austin, after he was appointed, and 
have recently filed charges against him, it is 
said. The United States courtis now in ses- 
sion, and is left without a marshal. The office 
is worth six thousand a year.

CHILDREN BURNED TO DEATH.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., March 13.—[{Special.] 
Yesterday evening, about six miles from Mor- 
gantown, in lower Creek township, three little 
children were burned to dcath. Two of them, 
about two and three years old respectively, 
were the children of Mrs. Lizzie Johnson, who 
lives in an isolated log tenant’s house on 
James D. Kincaid’s farm. The other victim 
was the child of a neighbor who was playing 
with the children of the Johnson woman when 
the fire occurred. The mother of the Johnson 
children was off in the field some distance 
from the house when the honse took fire.

At that time three children mentioned, with 
another little companion, about five or six 
years of age, were playing in a small corn crib 
that stood near the house. The crib was en- 
tered by a small door near the house. When 
the house took fire the oldest of the four chil- 
dren escaped from the crib and ran for help, 
but the three smallest children huddled in the 
corner of the crib farthest from the burning 
house. 


Three Victims 


BURNED TO DEATH. 
The crib was only a few feet from the house 
and soon took fire, and when Ed. Johnson, the 
grandfather of two of the children, reached 
the house a few minutes later, the little bodies 
had been almost entirely consumed in the 
flames. The neighbors from all sides seeing 
the fire in the house, came to rescue the chil- 
dren, only to be greeted by the sickening spec- 
tacle of a little heap of charred bones. There 
was a high wind, and it was with difficulty 
that the tlames were wi from spreading to 
adjoining woods and fields.

REPUBLICANS RECEIVE NO BENEFIT. 


John Sherman Says He Sometimes Wishes 
It Had Not Been Adopted—His At- 
tack Upon the South, 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Mr. Frye, from 
the committee on commerce, reported a bill ‘to 
repeal the law of the last congress requiring 
steamships to carry guns and rockets for cast- 
ing lines in cases of distress, and stated the 
reason for the passage of the bill, in order, he 
said, ‘‘that the greed of certain companies 
might receive the notice required.” The 
statement was to the effect that the Lyle Gun 
company furnished to the life-saving stations 
guns at $87.50; the Hunt Gun company guns 
at $87.25, and the Cunningham Rocket com- 
pany rockets at $20; but that after the enact- 
ment of the law steamships were required to 
pay $400 for a Lyle gun, $250 for a Hunt gun, 
and $90 for rockets. The committee on com- 
merce had considered the matter, and now 
recommended the repeal of the law. 

Mr. Cockrell—The bill should be passed this 
gnorning. 

Mr. Frye—I do not care to haveit passed 
this morning. Let it go on the calendar. 

Mr. Cockrell—Let it be passed now. 

Mr. Frye—I shall be very happy to have it 
passed. 

Mr. Hoar suggested that it would be better 
to let the matter stand for a day or two, as 
there might be something to be said on the 
other side. 

The bill was placed on the calendar. 

EUSTIS CORRECTS HOAR. 

Mr. Eustis referred to two statements made 
by Mr. Hoar yesterday in reference to the 
southern states—one of them being that in the 
state of Louisiana, and, in some of the other 
states, there were laws which made it a penal 
offense, punishable by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary, fora white man to associate on 
terms of equality with a black man. He as- 
serted that there was not the slightest founda- 
tion for such a statement. 

The other statement by Mr. Hoar was to the 
effect that there was another law in Louisiana 
which provided for the sale of any colored 
man found, for a certain time, out of work and 
that the former master should have preference 
in the purchase, He asked Mr. Hoar whether 
he could find any such law on the statute 
books of Louisia. 

Mr. Hoar read from a volume of laws of 
Mississippi, passed in 1865, an act providing 


that freedmen, free negroes, and mulattces, 


who were found with no lawful employment, 
and that all white men assembling with freed- 
men, free negroes and mulattoes, or usually 
associating with them on terms of equality, 
should be deemed vagrants, and should be 
subject to punishment by fine and imprison- 
ment. That law, he said, contained the two 
provisions to which he had referred, and he 
thought that substantially the same law had 
been enacted in Louisiana. 

The Blair education bill came up as unfin- 
fished business and Blair took the floor, but 
yielded it to Mr. Call who asked leave to ofler 
@ preamble and resolution in reference to 
the nomination of Judge Swayne and District 
Attorney Stripling of Florida. 

After the reading of the long preamble, Mr. 
Chandler made the point of order that the res- 
elution referred to executive business 
and that point having been sustained, Mr. 
Call withdrew the resolution for the time 
being. 

Subsequently Mr. Hoar obtained another 
volume of laws of Mississippi and read from it 
provisions fn reference to the colered people 
as justification of his statement. 

Mr. Eustis pressed his question as to Mr. 
Hoar’s statements yesterday, and Mr. Hoar ad- 
mitted that so far as his statement concerned 
Louisiana, he was in error. 

Mr. Sherman asked Mr. Eustic whether he 
did not know that the fifteenth amendment 
never would have been passed but for the fact 
that the laws of southern states were depriv- 
ing the negro of his rights of citizenship. That, 
he said, was certainly a fact. 

{ Mr, Eustis replied that it was his honest 
conviction that all reconstruction measures, 
all extreme legislation and _ constitutional 
amendments were adopted by the repub- 
lican party for the single ob- 
ject of Africanizing the south and 
maintaining political supremacy, and he char- 
acterized itas the ‘greatest crime ever con» 
mitted against civilized communities.” 

JOHN SHERMAN’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Sherman then took part in the discus- 
sion, which soon became a heated political 
controversy. He said that when the civil war 
‘was ended there was a universal feeling in the 
north that the best way tosolve the difticulties 
of the time was to restore to the people of the 
south their state governments with all powers 
attached thereto, with the limitation and qual- 
ification of protecting the rights of all citi- 
zens, black and white. It had not been con- 
templated, at that time, to arm the negro with 
suffrage. But the laws of some of the south- 
ern states had been so unjust to the colored 
people and so unjust to the white 
republicans in the south, that 
people of the north became convinced 
that tie object in the south was to overthrow 
the results of the war and to deprive the freed- 
men of all the rights of citizenship. When 
the time had come that it was seen that there 
was no way to protect the emancipated people 
except by arming them with suffrage, congress 
had reluctantly, slowly, but deliberately, 
adopted that remedy as the only one fitted for 
the case. There had been no feeling of pas- 
sion or hate about it. He (Sherman) had 
sometimes thought that it might possibly have 
been better not to have adapted the fifteenth 
amendment conferring suffrage on the col- 
ored man because that right had been nullified 
and uprooted. The right of suffrage 
did not now exist with the colored man where- 
ever it might be valuable tothem. The result 
of the fiiteenth amendment was practically to 
give to the southern states increased represen- 
tation in the house of representatives and in- 
creased power in the electoral college. If 
there was anything wrong in the. situation of 
southern affairs, the people of the south had 
brought it on themselves. 

After some further remarks, Mr. Sherman 
said: ‘‘Let me say to the senators on the other 
side, in all seriousness, that there is a feeling 
in the north that injustice has grown out of 
the fifteenth amendment, and that not only 
have the negroes of the south been deprived of 
their votes, but.that the people of the south 
now enjoy larger political power than thesame 
number of people of thenorth. You have thirty 
odd mombers of the house of representatives 
based upon negro representation, and now let 
the south do as it — todo. Let it obey the 
constitutional amendments. Let it give the 
negro his vote and permit him to vote as he 
will. Weare not there to control him. We 
are not there to drive him,and I would not 
care if the whole of the negroes would vote 
the democratic ticket. But this feeling of in- 
justice does prevail in the north, a feeling 
that, while you are depriving the colored peo- 
ple of their votes, you areexercising an undue 
power in the government. And until that is 
remedied, cither through the negro voting, or 
through the negro being excluded from the 
basis of representation, there never wijl be a 
feeling of content and equality among the peo- 
pie of the northern states. 

“And now you complain ofus. For what? 
For injustice, wrong, violence, or bloodshed ? 
No. Youcomplain of us that we hate you. 
‘We deny the hatred, but we demand justice 
and util the southern states give these colored 
people their rights under the constitution, 
there will be disquiet and discontent, anda 
feeling ofinjustice. 1 trust that the time will 
come when even this feeling will disap , 
and when every man shall have tho right to 
vote. And I now say that, beyond and above 
this educational bill, or any other pending 
measure, is an act of congress that will secure 
to every man in the United States who is en- 
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usetts and Ohio as well 
as South Carolina and pi, every oh 
will feel that it is a just and fair law, and there 
will be no further dof complaint. _Con- 
gress Cannot exercise any control: in local af- 
fairs in the southern states, and does not claim 
the mens to do so, but what we insist upon is

BUTLER REPLIES TO SHERMAN. 
Mr. Butler replied to Mr. Sherman. e 
said that if debate had accomplished nothing 
else, it had shown by the statement of the 


senators from Ohio and Massachusetts that 
suffrage had been conferred upon the negro of 
the south, not because he was qualified to ex- 
ercise it, but because of certain laws 
passed by some of the southern states immedi- 
ately after the war. There was, for instance, 
the black code in his own state, which he was 
plone glad to be able to say, he hada voted 
against in the legislature because he thought 
it unwise, and because there was no justifica- 
tion for such laws. He thought that they 
were as unwise as had n the laws of 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, which sent 
men to the stake because of their religious be- 
lief or for witchcraft. The admission of the 
senator from Ohio, he thought, would goa 
long way in throwing light on any further dis- 
cussion as to the right of the negro to vote in 
the south. 

Referring to the administratiou of President 
Johnson, Mr. Butler said that one of the 
most unfortunate days that had ever 
come over the country was the 
day that brought about a conflict between 
the chief executive and the legislative depart- 
ments of the United States. President John- 
son had insisted that his policy should be car- 
ried out inthe south. He had said: “This is 
my policy. I say, as commander-in-chief of 
the army of the United States, that this shal] 
be the settlement on which you are to return. 

He (Mr. Butler) had acquiesced in that, and 
then he had been met with the conflict be- 
tween President Johnson and the legislative 
department of the government which 
had inaugurated another policy of its 
own. Between the upper and nether mill- 
stones, between the executive policy on the 
one side and the legislative policy on the other 
the south had been ground to powder. . 

OUTRAGES IN THE NORTH. 

Mr. Butler went on to speak of the exclusion 
of colored men in the northern states from all 
political offices, and said that on the contrary 
there was no discrimination in the laws of 
South Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana or Geor- 
gia against a man on account of his 
race, color, or previous condition of 
servitude, and that a number of colored men 
in those states were holding offices today, and 
one colored man was representing a district of 
North Carolina. So that he would say to the 
senator from Ohio, who had remarked with 
such a patronizing attitude, that the south 
should do so and so, that if the northern states 
would do right to the colored people, a good 
dealof feeling would disappear. This very 
day, and this very hour, and for the last week, 
the newspapers had been teeming with ac- 
counts of white men in the territory of Okla- 
homa (and republieans among them) 
announcing to the world that if the colored 
people dared to assert their rights to control 
that territory, by reason of their superiority of 
numbers, they would drive them out at the 
point of the bayonet. He had seen within the last 
month on account of outrages upon colored 
people in Ohio and Indiana, and of their being 

ursued to death by white mobs;and yet he 
had not heard one syllable of protest. He be- 
lieved that the great body of people of the 
north were kindly disposed toward the people 
of the south, and that that kindness had _ been 
very much stimulated by the fact that millions 
of money were being sent into the south for in- 
vestment, and he would tell the senator from 
Ohio that whenever he attempted to carry out 
his threat of another crusade upon the south, 
through supervisors and United States mar- 
shals for the purpose of dominating elections 
here, he would have a “fre in 
his rear from men who had _ ¢Car- 
ried their money and _ their industry 
into the south. Those people would be found 
side by side, shoulder to shoulder, through evil 
report and good report, in preserving in those 
southern states the same character of govern- 
ment that existed there today. That was be- 
cause they understood and knew that it was 
throvgh the power and influence of just such 
governments that their investments in the 
south could be preserved. The senator would 
find, whenever he attempted to re-establish in 
the south those reconstruction governments 
which had left in their train the black mark 
of spoliation, of disgrace and humiliation, and 
which would always be a reproach to the his- 
tory of this country, a protest in his own state 
and in his own country, that 
would eause him to _ hesitate before 
he carried it out to the fullest extent. He 
(Mr. Butler) would not exchane one hour of 
good order in the south for all the political 
power that negro suffrage had given to the 
south. If he had the power tomorrow he 
would transfer every atom of that political 
power to the north, and wish the north God 
speed in the solution and management of it. 
He appealed to the senators, and he appealed 
to the people of the north, to believe southern 
men when they said that they were far more 
interested in an orderly, humane, honest set- 
tlement of the question than the people of the 
north could possibly be. 

This closed the discussion, and then the sen- 
ate went into executive session, and at 5:15 
adjourned until tomorrow.

GOVERNMENT OF OKLAHOMA. 


The House Passes a Substitute for the Senate 
Bill. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—At the conclusion 
of the morning hour, the house went into 
committee of the whole for the further consid- 
eration of the Oklahoma bill. Amendments 
were adopted providing for a land office in 

NO MAN’S LAND, 
and that no person having a fee simple to 160 
aeres of land in any state or territory shall be 
entitled to enter land covered by this act. 

The hour of 4 o’clock having arrived, the 
committee rose and reported the bill to the 
house. The amendment adopted in committee 
of the whole, providing that section 3139 re- 
vised statutes (prohibiting the introduction of 
intoxicating liquors into Indian territory) shall 
be in force in Oklahoma until after the ad- 
journinent of the first session of the legislative 
assembly, was agreed to—yeas 134, nays 103. 

The bil was then passed—160 to 25. Itisa 
substitute for the senate bill on the same sub- 
ject. The bill contains provisions which, in 
substance, fix the boundartes of ihe new terri- 
tory so as to include the Cherokee outlet, with 
a proviso that no lands which the Indians oc- 
cupy, ander treaty or law, shall be included 
without their consent, except for judicial pur- 

s. They extend over the new territory, 
the constitution and laws of the United States 
and the code of Nebraska, without interfer- 
ence with the local Indian governments, act- 
ing under their treaty rights, provide for the 
appointment of the usual territorial 
officers and the election of a legislative 
assembly as soon as the. governor shall order, 
and requires the voters to be bona fide residents 
for at least sixty days preceding the election. 
The council is to consist of thirteen members 
and the house of representatives of twenty-six 
members, Which may be increased ‘to thirty- 
nine, and the first session isto continue not 
longer than 120 days. Seven counties are es- 
tablished. which are to be defined by the secre- 
tary of the interior, until otherwise provided 
by the assembly. The county seats are to be at 
Guthrie, Oklahoma City, Norman, Lisbon or 
Kingfisher, Beaver, Stillwaterand one more to 
be fixed by the secretary of the interior. Pro- 
vision is made for the establishment of supreme 
and district courts. 

The Cherokee outlet is declared to be public 
land, and open to settiers under homestead 
laws, and bona fide settlers and occupants are 
given preference of right. 

The sections after No. 24 are devoted to the 
establishment of a judicial system in Indian 
territory, which is to be divided into three 
districts, and courts are to be held at Muscogee 
and Vinita, Otoka and Ardmore, and Purcell.

A MEXICAN VOLCANO ERUPTS. 


Villagers Fleeing From the Lavaand Disas- 
trous Earthquake Shocks. 


City or Mexico, March 13.—The volcano of 
Cohino, which towers above the town of that 
name and the half dozen villages at its bas,e 
is now in astate of eruption and people are 
beginning to flee for their lives fearing another 
outbreak similiar to that which caused such 
great loss of life and property in 1869. 

Since the middle of December the volcano 
has manifested renewed activity, which has 
increased in violence continually until now a 
long trail of smoke crowns the crater and sul- 
phurous odors fill the atmosphere, while Co- 
hino and the surrounding villages are showered 
with cinders from the top until the streets are 
covered. 

To add to the discomfort and dismay of the 
inhabitants, earthquakes are of daily occur- 
rence. Some of the houses have great rents 
in their wallsand others threaten to topple 
upon their inmates. As the commotion is in- 
creasing people are leaving and their suffer- 
ings are great 

Already the town of La Yerbabuena has 
been entirely deserted by its inhabitants on 
account of the devastation which the eruptions 
and earthquake shocks have wrought and the 
fear that the whole town will be wiped out b 
the disturbances. The newspapers in the vi- 
cinity are urging the Mexican government to 
remunerate those who have been compelled 
to leave everything behind them, and are im- 
poverished, and to supply the means of form- 
ing new settlements in less dangerous locali- 
ties. It is stated that an American scientific 
expedition is being formed to visit the locality 
during these disturbances, with a view to study 
the geologic causes of these periodical erup- 
tions. 

One of the severest of them, before the con- 
quest of Mexico, entirely melted a meuntainin 
that vicinity, whose relics are known at pres- 
ent at El Pedregal and which presents beneath 
a thin crust of earth a mass of solid lava no 
one knows how thick. It is safe to presume by 
the progress ve increase of the eruptions and 
the earth’s quacking since they first began 
three months ago, that a terrible devastation 
is to be wrought, from which the inhabitants 
for miles around are fleeing. 


THOSE TERRIBLE PROJECTILES. 


The Final Test of the Pneumatic Guns of the 
Cruiser Vesuvius. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 13.—The final 
test of the three pneumatic guns of the dyna- 
mite cruiser, ‘‘Vesuvius,’’ was made today. 
The cruiser was towed from her dock at 
Camp’s ship yards this morning, to a point in 
Delaware river opposite Marcus Hook, and 
was brought back at 8 o’clock tonight. Al- 
though the result of the test will not be made 
public until a report is made to the secretary 
of the navy, it is understood to have been sat- 
isfactory in all respects. Those on board 
were Commander Royal B. Bradfoad, of the 
cruiser ‘‘Philadelphia,’’ Lieutenant Comman- 
der Henry W. Maney, and Lieutenant Seton 
Schroeder, who, itis said, will command the 
‘*Vesuvius,”’ isi 


cotton, was fired

Canadian Independence. 


It is impossible to doubt the existence of a. 


strong feeling in Canada in favor of inde- 
pendence. A league is being organized in 
every part of the dominion with the avowed 
object of separating the country from Great 
Britain in 182. 

The friends of Canadian independence are 
having an easy time. They advocate their 
scheme in the newspapers and on the plat- 
form and in their clubs. The British gov- 
ernment takes no notice of the movement. 
There are no spies watching the revolution- 
ists, and no threats of the prison or the scaf- 
fold have been made by the powers that. be. 

It is quite possible that Great Britain does 
mot seriously object to what is going on. 
Canada has been nursed and aided by the 
British government. She has paid no tribute, 
but has swallowed the money of the mother 
country. She is an overgrown, wilful and 
expensive daughter, aud if she now goes her 
own way nobody will care. 

A rash uprising would no doubt be resisted 
by the crown, but when Canada as a whole 
is ready to set up for herself, it is probable 
that she will be allowed to go in peace. It 
isimatural that the Canadians should desire 
independence, and they may count upon a 
reasonable degree of sympathy in the United 
States. But our people are not going to get 
excited over the matter. Weknow very well 
that our neighbors are not oppressed or suf- 
fering. They are doing very well, and if 
they go into the revolutionary business they 
must take care of themselves, without look- 
ing to us for help. 


Kate Field’s Idea. 

Miss Kate Field's new paper at the capital 
is a very lively weekly. It is spirited, fear- 
less, and original, and it ought to be a suc- 
‘cess, for a paper that will tell the whole 
truth in Washington is a gem too precious 
to be lost. 

Even the little touches of femininity are 
delichtful—the little evidences that a 
woman's way is not to be disguised even by 
fringes of cold type. Miss Kate is not 


pleased with the house of representatives. | 


She visited it not long ago, when Speaker 
Reed was calling the house to order through 
his nose, and she describes the place as a 
bear pit. 

_ This is purely a feminine comparison. 
When did Miss Field ever see a congregation 
of bears disgrace itself by bellowing, and 
bawling, and snorting? The manager of a 
zoological garden would not tolerate such 
riotous proceedings for an instant. If he 
did not have a remedy, he would invent one 
on the spot. 

Miss Kate has a remedy, which is in the 
aature of another tribute to her sex. She 
Says that the way to stop such riots as she 
witnessed on the floor of the house is for 
the government to stop paying the congress- 
men their wages until they show a disposi- 
tion to behave themselves. This is delight- 
ful. It is an jlluminating touch. We wonder 
what shape the ‘‘government”’ has taken in 
the charming Miss Kate’s mind. Is ita 
huge affair that has set itself apart, as it 
were, With unlimited powers. 

Miss Field’s government has no existence. 
Onfortunately for the country at this junc- 
ture, when a republican congress is prepar- 
ing to use up the surplus and create a deficit, 
the very men who were rippiting and rioting 
on the floor of the house have the keys of 
the treasury. They not only have control of 
their own wages, but control the money of 
the people. 


A School Book Trust. 

Among the recently formed trusts is one 
composed of the publishers of school books. 
If this combination is successful, it will be 
one of the most expensive and vicious trusts 
that the people have yet had tocontend with. 
For many years the school book business has 
been so managed that it amounts to an of- 
fensive tax on the public. 

By some arrangements with the teachers 
of the country, the people are yearly gouged 
out of millions of dollars in the purchase of 
- text books. The teachers and superinten- 
dents may or may not be perfectly innocent 
in the matter of changing text-books, but it 
is certain that the people have been terribly 
imposed on. Georgia, fortunately, has been 
free from the worst features of the school 
book traffic, but in some of the northern and 
western states some scandalous exposures 
have been made. 

The combination of publishers will now 
enable them to gouge the people worse than 
ever, unless the necessities of the people sug- 
gest a remedy. 


Probably a Mistake. 

The New York Saturday Review, which 
4s a recent venture in journalism, if we 
mistake not, dropsinto the discussion of 
the negro question in a manner quite free 
and familiar, taking to task a New Orleans 
paper that it calls the Times for suggesting 
that a more intimate knowledge of the situa- 
tion at the south—so far as it affects the re- 
lations between the races—would help cer- 
tain northern editors toa clearer understand- 
ing of the subject.

A Plucky Claimant, 

The alleged Arthur Orton, who, some years 
ago, found his way to prison after failing to 
prove that he was Sir Roger Tichborne, is 
both plucky and persistent, 

Tichborne, as he calls himself, was re- 
cently nominated for parliament, but his 
failure to deposit money for the election ex- 
penses caused the nomination to be can- 
celled. The incident shows what a strong 
hold the man has upon a certain class of 
people in England. ' 

After all, the claimant may be the real Sir 

toger. When he made his appearance in 

England in 1865 Sir Roger’s mother recog- 
nized him as her son. He was also identi- 
fied by an officer who had served in Tich- 
borne’s regiment. He showed a remarkable 
knowledge of family matters. But he also 
displayed a strange ignorance of important 
facts. He had forgotten all his Latin, and 
his regiment. Then Charles Orton expressed 
his belief that he was his brother -Arthur. 
So after years in court he lost his civil, suit, 
and was convicted in a criminal prosecution 
and sent to prison. 

In spite of his bad luck, thousands of peo- 
ple believe that the ex-convict is the génnine 
Sir Roger Tichborne. In his old-age he 
manages to live comfortably -upon. the con- 
tributions made by his friends, and the nom- 
ination to a seat in parliament shows that 
they have strength and influence. Perhaps 
it is just as well for him that he dropped out 
of the race. His appearance in the house of 
commons under the name of Roger Tich- 
borne would be sure to bring upon him 
another prosecution. 


Their Voice is for War. 

The northern Methodists seem to be de- 
termined to stir up strife and bitterness. 

At the recent dedication of their new book 
building the St. Louis Christian Advocate 
reports one of their speakérs as saying:

The ‘Joiner out- 
rage,’ sO recently committed, only increases our 
determination toremaiu in the south and con- 
tinue to preach the gospel of equality for all men. 
The cruelties inflicted on the colored people of the 
south must cease ; they are citizens ; they are. there 
to stay. The cmigration of the whites of the south 
would be less demaging in many localities than 
that of the blacks, as there would be removed a 
more bloodthirsty and a less industrious element. 
The south must become as safe a place of resi- 
dence for both colored and white,as is the 
north, and the Methodist Episcopal church must 
do its part ig bringing about this desirable 
end.” 

So this is the programme of these apostles 
of hate. They propose to force their ‘‘gos- 
pel of equality’’ upon us. They uphold and 
glorify Joiner, who was driven from North 
Carolina for advocating social equality. 
They openly say that if ome race in the 
south must seek homes elsewhere they pre- 
fer to see the whites go, as they are ‘‘more 
blood-thirsty and less industrious’ than the 
blacks, 

Some of the ministers of this church prate 
about their mission of peace and civiliza- 
tion. The programme they have marked 
out gives the lie to their professions. If they 
are in earnest about it they should bring 
with them bayonets instead of Bibles. 

The most conclusive proof of the law-abid- 
ing disposition of our people is the fact that 
the crusaders sent out by this hostile power 
are permitted to live and work in our 
midst. 


Country Fairs. 

A number of flourishing counties in the 
state have begun this early in the season to 
agitate the question of local fairs next fall, 
and considerable enthusiasm has been 
worked up wherever the matter has been 
mentioned. ‘The newspapers of progressive 
towns, alive to the interests of the people, 
have taken the subject in hand and are doing 
what they can to awaken interest in it. 

This is a move in the right direction, and 
we are pleased to see that it meets with the 
general approval of the farmers. ‘The mat- 
ter being brought home to them at this time, 
it will, perhaps, be an incentive to renewed 
effort on their part in the production of the 
fruits of the farm, in the care and raising of 
fine stock to capture the county prizes, and 
it is likely to stimulate them to greater ex- 
ertions in all directions. 

Georgia is a famous state for fairs; we 
have them every year, from the great exposi- 
tions to the less pretentious groupings of the 
state’s resources in the country towns; but 
so great are these resources, so rapid our in- 
dustrial growth, it seems we can never have 
too many exhibitions of this character, and 
each in turn serves its purpose and adver- 
tises Georgia to the world. 

So let the country newspapers keep the 
subject before the people. Every county 
that can afford a local fair should have one, 
and.we are persuaded that every county in 
the state is rich enough to have something 
of the kind, whether it be a Piedmont expo- 
sition, or a pine forest party—where the 
products of the section, however great or 
small, could be displayed to the satisfaction 
and encouragement of | the people.

@ private nature. If, however, any policy is 
adopted of general interest to the public, 
neither Colonel Corput, chairman of the exec- 
utive board, or any of his associates, ever at- 
tempt to withold the news. ete 

Action was taken yesterday morning which 
is of vital interest to every voterin the state, 
and when the meeting adjourned at 12 o’clock 
Colonel Corput was ready to make the facts 
public, which he did to THz ConsTITUTION. 

Colonel Corput quietly called the meeting of 
the executive board several days ago. Asit 


was uncertain if any important action would | 
be taken it was decided that there should be 


no public advertisement and outside of ‘the 
executive committee, which is composed of 
Colonel Corput, chairman, and A. F. Pope, I. 
J. Stephens, A. W. Ivey and J., W. Taylor. 
Very few people knew that a meeting was 
contemplated. : 

Colonel L. F. Livingston, the president of the 
State Alliance, was also present at the meet- 
ing, and at his invitation the following gentle- 
men took partin the debate: Vice-President 
Everet, Colonel Farar, of Dahlonega; Dr. 
McCune. of Washington, Colonel Sledge, of 
Texas; W. E. H. Searcy, of Griffin; Colonel 
Thaxton, of Jackson; W. W. Webb, of Val- 
dosta, and W. A. Broughton, of Madison. 

After some matters pertaining strictly to the 
management of the alliance had been disposed 
of the question of the elections, which will 
take place next fall, was considered : 

It was finally decided to address the fcllow- 
ing letter to Mr. Robert L. Berner, chairman 
of the democratic state executive commitee,and 
a duplicate to Colonel Buck, chairman of the 


republican party. 
Each letter asked for the consideration of the 


action of the executive board and said:

That we most respectfully request the executive 
committee of the respective political parties in 
Georgia to order or recommend that nominations 
be made by primaries in all counties where nomi- 
nations are to be had,and the same extend to 
militia districts in the counties, and the day fixed 
for the nominations of members of both houses of 
the legislature and state officers and congressmen 
be deferred to the latest possible day, not sooner

Gambetta rejected 
the proposal with the remark that the widow 
had already acquired an unenviable reputa- 
tion on account of her many lovers, and had 
helped the marquis into hisgrave. Some time 
afterwards a remarkably handsome woman 
visited Gambetta at Ville d’Avray and con- 
versed privately with him for two hours. 

L. at once surmised that the caller 
was the widow of the marquis, and that she 
was talking over her matrimonial scheme with 
Gambetta. Justas the widow rose to bid 
Gambetta good afternoon Mme. L. burst inta 
the room {with a drawn revolver. Gambetta 
jumped between the women and received the 
two shots of which he died.

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THE JOURS STILL OUT, 


AND THE MERCHANT TAILORS 
WITHOUT WORKMEN. 
The Differences May Be Adjusted Today— 
The Jours Watching the Tailor Shops— 
A Compromise May Be Secured. 


—_—_ = 


Tye jour tailors are still out, but there are 
strong indications that the trouble between 
them and the merchantinen will be ahjusted 
today. 

A compromise may be effected. 

So far neither jour or merchantman has 
shown any desire to surrender, but both have 
expressed a wish to end the warif mutual con- 
cessions produce that result. 

The jours held a long meeting yesterday, 
during which the situation was _ fully and 
freely discussed. Every one expressed a desire 
to return to work ifthe trouble could be ar 
ranged without a complete surrender on their 
part. 

Neither did they demand a complete sur- 
render by the merchanimen. 

At tne meeting members were detailed to 
keop a close watch upon the shops. Through- 
out the day a jour stood guard in front of 
Lynch’s, Anderson’s, Kenny & Satzky’s, 
Hirsch Bros.’, Eiseman’s, and Miller & 
Hughes’, tosee that no new tailors went to 
work, and to ascertain if any work was sent 
out. Out of the watching two or three funny 
events came. 

Mr. Lynch,knowing that his store was being 
watched, picked up two or three large pack- 
ages and walked out. A block away he saw 
that he was being followed, and then a game 
of hide and seek began. For three hours the 
heavy-weight merchant dodged in and out 
stores and turned corners, but he could not 
throw the jour off. The walk began to tell on 
Mr. Lynch, as perspiration flowed, but he kept 
up the exercise until he got enough of it, and 
then returned to his store with his packages. 
When he laid the bundles away and returned 
to the door that jour wvs standing across the 
street coolly wiping the perspiration from his 
brow. 

Mr. Miller, of Miller & Hughes, had a chase, 
too. Seeing that his place was being watched 
he had a buggy driven to his store, and into it 
he put several bundles. Then he got in and 
drove off, follewed by a jour. 

But the jour couldn’t Keep up. 

The merchantimen are still taking orders and 
measuring, and are having some work done. 
Two of them sent work out of town yesterday, 
one to Chattanooga and the other to Macon. 
One of them said yesterday: 

“We do not care to oppress the tailors, and 
we are not going to doit. The schedule of 
prices we have made is a fair one, and if they 
can show us that itis not we will change it. 
That is not the trouble, however.”’ 

“Then what is the trouble?” 

“A few turbulent spirits in the union. These 
few make the trouble. Why, they want us to 
agree not to hire a man whois not acceptable 
tothem. They even want to dictate to us 
who we shall hire. If they want this trouble 
adjusted they can get it done.”’ 

The jours claim that they did not contem- 
plate a strike and say that they cannot work 
for the prices fixed by the merchantmen. 

“There would have been no trouble,” said 
President Jacobs yesterday, “‘if they had done 
right. We only wanted extra pay for extra 
work, and when we asked for that, as we had 
a right to do, we were met with a reduced bill 
of prices.”’ 

“The merchant men claim that the bill is 
the same they have been paying for two years.”’ 

“That is a mistake. The bill we were work- 
ing under is higher and was adopted by pemgy 
& Jones in March, 1887, and by Miller & 
Venable in October 1888. Our revised bill was 
not an increase except on pants and a request 
for extras.”’ 

‘‘And you can’t work for the figures given 
rou ?”’ 

‘‘No, we can’t, and we are confident that the 
citizens of Atlanta will use their influence to 
We are working 


More than fifty per cent of our 
union are citizens of Atlanta, are tax payers 
who help along with the churches and every 
other thing. We are peaceable citizens 
entitled to some rights and privileges.”’ 

“*T would like to say, too, that this strike 
was forced upon us,’’ continued President 
Jacobs, ‘‘by the merchant tailors who have re- 
duced our bill of prices. Nashville, Louis- 
ville, Memphis, Knoxville, Macon and Mont- 
gomery all pay better than Atlanta.” 


AFTER HILL. 


He Had a Typewriter Sent to His House and 
Then Skips Out. 

The letter regarding H. H. Hillin yester- 

day’s CONSTITUTION unearthed some other 


facts. 

Two weeks ago Hill was in Atlanta, and 
talked so glibly of the fortune he had made off 
his furniture polish, and of the big mining in- 
terests he was concerned in, out in the golden 
west, that he fooled a lot of people. 

He approached Mr. A. G. Rhodes, of the 
Rhodes-Haverty Furniture company, and pre- 
tended to have effected an arrangement with 
Mr Rhodes forthe organization of a stock 
company to push the sale of the polish. 

On February 27thhe went to Mr. W. R. 
Archer, agent for the Odell type writer, and 
asked tha} Mr. Archer send up one of the 
machines to his wife’s room at the Johnson 
house for examination. Mr. Archer did so, 
and the man who carried the typewriter to his 
rooms met Mrs. Hill, who proved to be a most 
beautifuland fascinating lady. The type- 
writer was left for examination. 

THE GENTEEL MR. HILL 
went to Mr, Archer’s office that night and ex- 
pressed his satisfaction in regard to the type- 
writer. 

He had his golden-headed cane with him, 
with the inscription from Jefferson Davis dis- 
played conspicuously. 

After telling Mr. Richards how much he 
liked the writer, he remarked that he em- 
ployed a large number of agents all through 
the country, and that numerous mistakes oc- 
curred in his correspondence, so that he needed 
a number of typewriters.

MR. WILLIAM HUNT CARRIED BACK 
T0 HIS HOME IN NEW YORK. 


After Six Weeks at Providence Infirmary Hi 
Frienda Learn of His Whereabouts and 
Come to Atianta and Find Him. 


There wasa dramatic scene at Providence 
Infirmary yesterday morning. 

It was the meeting of Mr. William Hunt 
and his brother, Lewis Huut, of the Novelty 
works of Cincinnati. 

They had not metin twenty-five years, and 
Mr. Lewis Hunt came all the way to Atlanta 
in search of his brother, having heard of his 
misfortune. 

The meeting between them, despite Mr 
William Hunt’s condit‘ton, was one of mutual 
and affectionate recognition. It transpired in 
Mr. Brown’s parlor, at the infirmary, and was 
so affecting that those who witnessed it could 
not restrain their tears, in sympathy over the 
scrrow of the long separated brothers. 

The meeting was a singular one, and the 
story of Mr. Wilkam Hunt's detention at the 
intirmary is peculiarly sad, and yet it has its 
pleasant foatures in the kind treatment which 
he received there. 

AN UNKNOWN'MAN. 

He was put off a Richmond and Danville 

assenger train on the last day of January, 

vecause he was demented and unable to give 
any account of himself. 

{fe was sent to the stationhouse, where he 
was taken in charge and kindly cared for until 
he could be removed to Providence infirmary. 
When he arrived there he was suffering from 
a brain disorder and a heart trouble. Mr. 
Brown recognized the gravity of the situation 
at once, and summoned Dr. Rov. The latter 
began treating him and, with the aid of his 
medical skill, Mr. Hunt’s life was saved, al- 
though his brain trouble was of such a charac- 
ter that it was beyond the reach of ordiuary 
treatment. 

From Friday night until Monday Mr.Hunt’s 
condition was such that he was perfeetly un- 
manageable, and Patrolman Con Mehan was 
detailed to guard him. 

Monday morning he was turned over to Mr. 
Brown, who had succeeded in quieting him 
and alleviating the more violent symptoms 
of the malady. From that time on he was as 
docile as a child, and was taken out walking 
and driving by Mr. Brown. 

On two occasions only did he show any 
symptoms of violence. Mr. and Mrs. Brown 
went out to a party one evening, and Mr. 
Hunt began raving because Mr. Foca had 
left him, and it took some time to quiet him. 

Today a week ago, he went tothe front door, 
alone, and being unable to find the night key, 
he went out through the back door, and wan- 
dered away. 

Mr. Brown and his assistants instituted im- 
mediate search, and late in the afternoon, 
he was found away out on Whitehall street, 
and returned to the infirmary. Since that 
time Mr. Brown has kept the room door locked 
so that Mr. Hunt could not get out and wan- 
der off again. 

HOW HE WAS DISCOVERED. 

Chief Connolly found a card on Mr. Hunt 
bearing the name of Thomas W. Bryer, fur- 
niture dealer, Providence, R. I., and _ tele- 
graphed him that Mr. Hunt was here. Mr. 
Brown also wrote to Mr. Bryer, and the latter 
wrote back referring Mr. Brown to Theo. P. 
Fritz, of the firm of Fritz & Hummel, furni- 
ture dealers, at Brooklyn, N, Y., as a friend of 
Mr. Hunt’s, who knew him well. 

Mr. Bryer also wrote private letters to Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Hunt, deploring the unfortu- 
nate occurrence, and showing that Mr. Hunt 
was a man of high standing in the north. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Fritz arrived in the 
city and took immediate steps to arrange Mr. 
_— affairs, and totake him home to Brook- 
yn. 

Mr. Fritz told the sad story of 

A BRILLIANT MAN’S MISFORTUNES. 

Mr. Hunt was one of the finest architects in 
New York. He it was who designed the Van- 
derbilt monument in New York. He is a 
bachelor and forty-three years old. At the 
time he became afflicted with his troubles he 
had some beautiful and costly casts. One piece 
was worth $3,000, and he had a num- 
ber of other casts of great value 
which he _ destroyed. The $3,000 piece 
his man preserved, and when Mr. unt 
learned of its preservation, he went to him 
and insisted on its being destroyed, and at the 
same time took all his drafting boards, worth 
$5 apiece and stored them all away. 

It waS then that his friends learned of his 
misfortune and his physician advised a change 
to a warmer climate with rest and recreation. 
When Mr. Hunt came to his right mind he 
expressed a great deal of grief over the de- 
truction of the casts and the locking up of his 
draft boards, and was again attacked with the 
brain trouble. 

Acting upon the advice of his physician he 
purchased a through ticket to San Antonio, 
Texas, and had his baggage checked through. 

Arriving at Washington he became so de- 
mented that a lieutenant of police got him 
aboard a car on the Richmond and Danville 
and sent-him southward. 

When he reached Atlanta the conductor put 
him off, although an officious individual of- 
fered to take charge of him and look after him 
until he was restored. 

He had two valises, which have never been 
found, and itis believed that this party ob- 
tained possession of them and intended to rob 
him of his other effects, being prevented by 
the intervention of the conductor. 

His trunk was sent back to Mr. 
Brown, from San Antonio, and 
his money, amounting to $89.10, with 
his watch and other personal effects, were 
turned over to Mr. Fritz, yesterday. 

Mr. Fritz and Mr. Lewis Hunt were both 
profuse in their expressions of gratitude to Mr. 
and Mrs. Brown, of the Providence infirmary, 
fortheir kind treatment of Mr. Hunt, and 
they expressed tdemselves as very gratefnl to 
the police department of Atlanta for their 
kindness toward the unfortunate man. 

Mr. Hunt gained twenty-five pounds in 
weight during his stay at the infirmary. His 
case is hopeless, but he will be given the 
benetit of the best treatment to be had in the 
hospitals of the north, and nothing will be left 
undone to arrest the course of the disease, 
which has assumed the appearance of softening 
of the brain. 


A VICTIM OF POISON, 


The Girl Horsewhipped Monday Night Found 
Unconscious. 

There was a queer case at No. 224 East Ala- 
bama street last night. 

The young girl, Florence Jones, who was 
horsewhipped by Lou Bailey on Monday night, 
was attacked with a strange disorder about 
eight and a half o’clock last night. 

She was rooming with another girl, who had 
a couple of young men calling

formerly ~an -inmtimate- -acquaintance of 
Lou Bailey, comein. He hada pet alligator 
in his hand, and when the Jones girl, who 
was ying on the bed saw him, she said:

THE UNITED STATES COURTS. 


SENT TO THE ASYLUM. 


MER. CHARLES 8. ATWOOD ADJIUDGED 
A LUNATIC. 


He Says His Mother-in-Law Is the Cause of 
His Being Sent to the Asylum, Because 
He Whistied When She Talked. 


Charles 8. Atwood will be taken to the in- 
sane asylum at Milledgeville this morning. 

He was tried before Ordinary Calhoun yes- 
terday and adjudged of unsound mind. 

Last night Mr. Atwood occupied a cell 
among the revenue prisoners in Falton county 
jail. 

Yesterday was the second time within the 
past six months that Mr. Atwood’s sanity was 
investigated by the ordinary. On the first 
trial he was set at liberty, the jury failing to 
find him a fit subject for a lunatic asylum. 

That was a Georgia jury. 

Only a few weeks after his acquittal in At 
lanta he was:sent to the asylam by the au- 
thorities of Hartford, Conn... wheres he had 
wandered after leaving Atlanta the day of his 
trial and release. 

At the time, the story of Mr. Atwood’s 
strange conduct, dating from the financial 
wreck of the Evening Capitol, a newspaper of 
which he was the owner, was printed. With 
it,and Mr. Atwood’s mysterious departure 
from Atlanta, and his subsequent reappearance 
a few months ago, the public is familiar. 

Altogether the story is a sad one, though 
throughout it has not been without an amus- 
ing side, if it can be regarded in that light. 

Mr. Atwood was very well known in At- 
lanta. For the past seven or eight years he 
has been a familiar figure upon the streets, 
and up to the time of his trouble was highly 
esteemed in business. circles. 

His insanity has never taken a violent turn, 
and there was no special outbreak which led 
to yesterday’s trial. Of late he has been 
gradually relapsing into his condition previ- 
ous to being treated at the Connecticut asy- 
lum, and his friends, deeming ita wise course, 
applied to Ordinary Calhoun for his admission 
to the asylum at Milledgeville as being the 
best thing that could be done for the unfortu- 
nate man. 

Since his return to Atlanta Mr. Atwood has 
been engaged in soliciting for a local life in- 
surance firm. 

The energy and dilligence with which he 
devoted himself to this work is doubtless the 
cause of the return of his mental trouble, 
which was, for a time, apparently wholly dis- 
pelled. 

Up toa week ago Mr. Atwood, who was 
quite successful in his insurance business, was 
living quietly with his wife and family. 

About a week ago he hadsome domestic 
trouble which entirely upset him and since 
then he has been occupying a room in the third 
story of the building occupied by Kirk’s store 
on Peachtree street. 

While there his actions were so peculiar as to 
attract the notice of the other occupants of the 
building, several of whom were the leading 
witnesses before the ordinary’s court yester- 


ay. 

One of these gentlemen had observed Mr. 
Atwood on his knee wiping out the _fire- 
place and chimney with his overcoat, and 
had seen him frequently frying large quantities 
of potatoes over the open grate. Mr. Atw 
said he lived on fried potatoes and milk. 

Mr. Atwood was visited yesterday evening 
at his cell in the revenue prisoners building. 

He took his confinement coolly and ex- 
plained that he was willing to do anything or 
go anywhere Mr. Bishop, his wife’s attorney, 
thought best. 

On some subjects he talked rationally 
enough, but on others he was plainly very 
muddled and incoherent. 

The unfortunate man said he wanted it said 
above all other things that he was not crazy; 
that he was once awhilein the hospital in Con- 
necticut, but he was perfectly clear now. 

Mr. Atwood wanted to tell why he was tried 
for being crazy. 

‘‘Tt’s because I whistled,’ he said. “I did 
whistle, but just whistled loud enough to keep 
from hearing what she was saying.”’ 

He referred to his mother-in-law. 

‘“‘She said she would be revenged on me and 
send me to the lunatic asylum,” he went on, 
‘‘and I told her I’d whistle if she didn’t hush 
up.

QOneof the features of the corpora- 
tion which brought it into notoriety was the 
number of ministers who had large blocks of 
Btock. In fact, the company was inaugurated 
by ministers, some of whom are said to have 
made anything but a bad speculation-in the 
transaction. 

The connection of the preachers with the 
company, 2s well as other prominent men, is 
all the more interesting, since a charge of 


fraud = and fraudulent practices is 
one of the complaints made by 
Mr. W. Woods White in his bill. 


Mr. White was seen by a reporter at his 
ofiice yesterday, but was averse to making any 
of the particulars of the suit public until after 
the hearing of the petition by Judge Pardee. 

He stated that he had been one of the origi- 
nal promoters of the scheme, and that in con- 
sideration of his serviees in inducing mannu- 
facturers to locate in Florence and in other 
Ways assisting the company in its undertaking, 
he was to receive a stipulated compensation. 

Mr. White said he had carried out his por- 
tion of the contract to the letter, but that the 
corporation had failed in theirs, in that it re- 
fused to compensate him for his work.

The work of preparing for the Piedmont 
exposition of 1890, which, opens October 15th, 
and closes November ist, is now well under 
headway. 

The directors commenced early this year in 
arranging the details of the exposition, believ- 
ing that an early start would produce beneticial 
results. In consequence of this, a great deal 
of substantial and telling work has already 
been done, apd much more planned out for 
the next month or two. 

President, Wylie is constantly on hand and 
devotes a great deal of his time to the business 
of the exposition. He is ably assisted by Sec- 
retary Arnold, who is always in the office 
pushing the work along, and when not at his 
desk is giving out information to visitors who 
call by the score almost daily. 

Directors of the exposition are constantly 
dropping in at the office for the purpose of 
offering suggestions, or to give information of 
benefit to the management, and meetings of 
the board occur two or three times a week, at 
which much substantial work is done looking 
to the holding of the exposition. 

The Grounds. 

weeks a large force of 
hands has been employed on _ the 
grounds, and now the improvements 
that have been made are quite noticable. 
Back of the club house new terraces have been 
built, and grass piaced upon them. At the 
foot of the hill, where the cotton patch at- 
tracted so much attention last year, a terrace 
A good deal 
of other work of a similar character has either 
already been done, or is under headway. 

One of the most noticeable improvements 
now being made, and one that will add greatly 
to the beauty of Piedmont park will be the 
change in the appearance of the drill ground 
inside the race track. This plat has been 
brought to an even grade, and will be planted 
in grass. Nearly one thousand two-horse 
wagon loads of manure have _ been 
hauled upon this tract, and 
plowed in, 50 as to make the 
land rich. Grass seed has been generously 
distributed upon the ground, and when the 
grass makes its appearance, the Piedmont ex- 
position will have by far the handsomest drill 
grounds in the south. 

A Grand Drill. 

The directors propose to have a grand mili- 
tary drilland sham battle, as an important 
feature of the exposition. This display will 
last three days, and will end _ in 
a sham battle, in which all 
companies participating in the drill Pill take 
part. There will be offered $5,000 in pre- 
miums for the military, divided so that there 
will be contests for infantry, artillery, cavalry, 
and zouaves. The interstate prize will likely 
be made $1,500 and for the state drills, $1,000, 
will be offered for the best company. The 
military programme will be gotten out as large 
as possible, and sent out, so that comphnies 
desiring to contest will have ample time to 
prepare for the drill. 

The Experimental Patches. 

Cotton, corn and vegetables growing upon 
the grounds will be one of the attractive feat- 
ure of the show. At the last exposition our 
northern visitors were much interested with 
the cotton patch,and many of them went away 
with buttonhole bouquets picked from the ex- 
position cotton field. Several acres will be 
devoted to raising vegetable of such varicties 
as are common in this section, and in a 
general way the agricultural products 
from the fields of the exposition company will 
make quite a display. 

A Mammoth Engine. 

The directors have decided to own their mo- 
tive power, and to this end, will purchase a 
two hundred horse-power engine, which will 
be used in running the machinery on the 
grounds. President Wylie says that the direc- 
tors have about closed a contract for the hand- 
somest engine ever brought to Georgia, and 
that when it is in position and running, it will 
make as handsome a display as a man would 
wish to look at. 

He says that the new engine will bo finer and 
much handsomer than the gene used last year, 
and will do better work. 

The Raccs. 

The track programme is already out, and 
consists of five days of trotting and ten days of 
running races. The purses offered aggregate 
$9,000, and are so arranged that the money 
will be pretty generally divided up among the 
stables when the meeting is over. 
No one horse will have aie walk- 
over, or, an ‘open ~ field. to himself. 

very one of them will have to run for the 
money, and this befng so, the “races will no 
doubt be. along ways above, the average. 
Already a good many race-horse men have 
written inquiring letters, and many of them 
evincing a deep interest in the meeting. The 
directors are glad to see that there is some 
geen se that. the Savannah Jockey club will 

ye reorganized, and a meeting held 

there in “the fall. They also 
hope that a circuit. can bearranged consisting 
of Savannah, Charleston, Augusta, Macon, 
Columbus, Birmingham, and Montgomery, 
believing that many meetings will bring more 
horses, and the more horses the more good 
racing. 

In a few days the management will receive 
10,000 premium lists, and in a few weeks they 
will have 10,000 of the handsomest lithographs 
ever seen in the south. The printing matter 
to be put out this year, is far superior to what 
was used last year. The designs are much 
handsomer and more appropriate, and the 
work isof a superior quality. 

The programmes for ‘the crysanthemum 
show are now being sent out, and are greatly in 
demand. _ It is heid that,~to raise crysanthe- 
mums for & displey. new wood ' should be used 
every year. In the fall, cuttings should be 
placed in.a hot-house, and these planted in the 
spring. These plants produces the largest and 
best specimens of the flower.

gHoROUGH BELIEVERS IN THE 
HOME RULE POLICY. 


gheir Good-Natured Traits and Hatred of 
Oppression—The Attacks on James 
Fendley—Fighting the Reyenue. 


Fayerrevitie, Ga., March 13.~[Special.}— 
The people of the mountain section of north 
Georgia are mostly descendants of the old 
pioneers whocame from North Carolina and 
Virrinia, and settled in that part of the state 
when the Indians were yet here. Some of 
them are descendants of the noblest and most 
patriotic faurilies of Virginia, and they are a 
people who love liberty and freedom with an 
honest and an earnest love only second to that 
which they have for their God. A man whois 
dishonest or who will lie, in theirestimation, is 
the lowest and meanest creature of God’s 


ereation ; andsuch a man is ostracized and stig- | 
matized as not being worthy to associate with 


honest men. They are an honest people and 
make their bread by the sweat of their brow, 
and they iove hard work. They are stout and 
healthy and are inured to hardships. They 
have 2 high respect for ladies, and the rough- 
est mountaineer is very gentle in the presence 
of ladies,and they will not allow any man insult 
or even treat any lady with the least unkind- 
uess in theirpresence- They consider man the 
natura! protector of ladies, and a lady is per- 
fectiy safe among them. They are the most 
hospitable people living. They look upon a 
stranger with suspicion,but when they are con- 
yineed that he is nospy and isa friend tothem 
they will take him in, give him the best they 
have, and very few of them ever charge hima 
cent. 

They hold the laws of Georgia sacred, and 
without the least scruple abide by them; but 
they thimk they have an inalienable right to 
do as they please with the proceeds of their 
own /abor, and any law that molests them in 
exercising this right, they consider tyrannical 
and oppressive, and will fight it even unto 
death. They are a hardy, brave and fearless 
people, and, without the least hesitation, will 
fire upon revenue officers, for they consider 
them a nuisance to the country, and think it 
is dcing their country a great service to put as 
wany of them as they can out of the way. 

THE FIRST GUN FIRED. 
he first gun that was fired at revenue offi- 
cers in the mountain sections of north Georgia, 
was fired at James Fendley and his posse in 
the northern part of Lumpkin county, in June, 
1875. 

[!licit distilleries had run in that section 
ever since the war until that time without mo- 
lestation. Jacob Sane had run an illicit distil- 
lery for twelve years, within two hundred 
yards of the public road, without being mo- 
lested, and everybody in the country knew 
that he was stilling there, too; for it was as 
public place as a country store at a cross-roads’ 
But, at the above time mentioned, James 
Fendley, at the head of a posse of men, came 
and arrested Sane. 

When they came, they found him in the dis- 
tillery at work. They got there about 10a.m.,and 
Saue was running off a doubling. They staid 
until he had finished the doubling, so it was 
about 3p.m. when they left the distillery, 
carrying .the whisky, still and Sane with 
them; but they did not destroy the beer. They 
had not gone more than a mile, when they 
were startled by a sharp, crashing sound, and 
the leaden balls of forty mountain rifles 
whistled round them so near that some of 
them left signs of their trace in several 
of the officers’ hats. Fendley’s horse 
was shot dead under him and he _ was 
left on the ground with two bullet heies 
through one leg. The sound of 
the ride had not yet died upon the air, when 
it resounded with the hideous yells of forty 
mad men; and they, seeing that they had not 
accouiplished their design, ran across a field, 
came in ahead of the officers, and fired another 
volley into them. The officers only saved 
themselves by keeping their|prisoner on a horse 
behind one of them and the others riding near 
to him, so they could not kill them without 
killing the prisoner. The moonshiners fol- 
lowed them on until they were in sight of 
Dahlonega, but did not get within gun shot of 
them after the second volley. 

CAPTURED THE FORT. 

The moonshiners captured the whisky and 
still, carried the still back, put itin the same 
furnace that the officers had taken it out of, 
and stilled out the beer they left there, while 
not less than eightp men. well armed, guarded 
the road towaids Dahlenega, and that still to- 
day is in the possession of those moonshiners 
and they make it boil, too. 

The moonshiners thought that the officers 
would reinforce themselves and come again; 
s0 they appointed a chief commander, and he 
appointed subordinate officers, and sent out 
squads to take up advantageous positions 
along the road for three miles distant, with 
orders to let no stranger pass without know- 
ing his business, where he is from, and where 
he is going, and to fire on any squad of 
armed men who should attempt to come up 
the road. They guarded the road this way for 
th eks; but the ofticers did not return for 
moms, and then they just dashed right 
through and went back another way; and it is 
well enough for them that they did go back 
another way, for the chief had his men posted 
along the road to take them in as they came 
back. 

These were real war times in that secsion, 
and the lives and property of any who were 
suspected to be unfriendly to this band were 
placed in jeopardy. 

It was a division of this allied force that be- 
sieged Stuart, of Morganton, in his house, 
burned his outbuildings and tried to fire his 
house, to drive him out so they could kill 
him; but he and his son kept them beat 
back with their Winchesters, and thus 
saved their  lives.. For months after 
this, these men never slept or ate 
in houses, but staidin the woods, and slept 
with their rifles in their hands. , 

At another time the officers dashed in, 
caught some men and dashed out another way. 
As soon as it was known that they had gotten 
the men and were gone, a division of the 
moonshiners shouldered their rifles, walked

THE STORY OF A DUEL. 


And the Strange Fate that Befell One of the 
Principals. 

The Athens Banner recently contained an 
account of a duel once fought between Mr. 
Smythe, the dead journalist and Mr. Thomas, 
of Elbert county. It recalls to an Athens 
man the remarkable history of one of the 
Principals. Mr. Thomas was before the war 
the proprietor of the old time famous ‘Thomas 
factory, in Elbert county, and in those days 
factories were: scarce in the south and paid 
handsomely. He was ene of the wealthiest 
men in Georgia, but through strange circum- 
stances he died a pauper. 

The story of his life is indeed a legend. He 
came to Georgia from England, and purchased 
a tine water power and erected a large factory. 
He was liberal with his money, and soon be- 
came very popular. Around his factory he 
made one of the loveliest places in the 
south, spending thousands of money 
in grading, terracing, ete. His 
home was one of the handsomest 
in the state, and he excavated a whole hillside 
to build it, after a peculiar Ronign—-scmnai ae 
resembling the regendary abode of NKotInson 
Crusoe, with nineteenth century architecture. 
The back of his house was formed by an up- 
right embankment, the second story being 
level with the ground, while on the front the 
first tloor was considerably above it. 

But soon a change came. Itseemsan aval- 
anche of misfortune overtook him. His fac- 
tory was burned, his negroes freed, stocks he 
owned decreased to nothing, and soon he was 
redueed to almost starvation. 

He lived from thenceforth the life of almost 
a hermit, rarely quitting his house, and until 
his death, despondent and with an aimless 
life. ) 

The old factory site isnow a vivid reminder 
of this romance to the people of Elbert county, 
and presents now as picturesque a sight as it 
once dida beantiful. Everything has gone to 
rack—the house is unoccupied, and almost 
rotted down, and weeds and young trees cover 
the once loyely walks and grounds, and it is 
said that in some of the outbuildings are still 
broken up pieces of fine old mahogany furni-

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New York, March 13.—To supplement the news 
of the absorption of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Northern by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
this morning, the bank of England further re- 
duced its mininum rate of discount to four per 
cent. It is felt that this action will further stimu- 
late the interest of foreigners in American tt cks 
and securities, andthat that element will here- 
after be an important factor in the course of 
prices in this market. The effect upon the open- 
ing here was to create the utmost excitement and 
buoyancy, at least for atime, and while the gen- 
eral list showed gains over last night of from to 
1% per cent, Burlington and Quincy was up it, and 
Rock Island1 percent. There were an unusually 
large number of brokers upon the floor and the 
the first few minutes has seldom 
been exceeded. It soon became evident, however, 
that they were not all there forthe purpose of 
buying stocks and while the shorts were busily 
covering, the boys were feeding out stocks as fast 
and even faster than they were wanted which after 
the opening spurt had the effect of slowly sagging 
off prices, the opening figures in most stocks being 
the highest for theday. Realizing sales continued 
throughout the day and aS mouey operators were 
holding off forthe bank statement of Saturday, 
which 18 expected to give evidence whether the 
recent disbursements for bonds have had any real 
influence upon the monetary supply of this city 
or not, the demand was scarcely equal to the sup- 
ply. Should the reserves of banks show 
any Increase, however, the more promising 
class of buyers will be brought into the market 
and the upward movement be given a permanent 
character. Realizations being upon snch a liberal 
scale gave the bears encouragement to attack the 
list in several spots during the afternoon. and the 
heavy selling of Chicago gas, which was snp- 
posed to be for the estate of the late John 8. Les- 
ter, aided in the depression. In fact Chicago gas 
became the great feature of the market during 
the afternoon and dropped 3% per cent, 
though a portion of the loss was 
recovered before the close, after some wide and 
violent fluctuations. AS was natural, stocks 
which had had the largest advances suffered most 
in the decline, and Burlington, Rock Island, Louis- 
ville and Nas&yille, Lackawanna and such special- 
ties as Tennessee scored a marked loss. The 
weakest spot’ in the list was Louisville, 
New Albany and Chicago, caused by selling which 
is believed to be for account of the defeated 
party in election. Anetdrop of four and one- 
half per cent was the resuit of the day’s operations 
in stocks. The market after the first spurt be- 
came comparatively quiet, and nearly half of the 
sales of listed shares was affected in the first 
hour. The close was active and heavy to weak, 
generally at or near the lowest prices of the day 
Sales of listed aggregated 294,000; unlisted 12,000 
shares.
